P*OR more than a year now the' 
Public has been hearing about 
syphilis. Newspapers and maga- 
zines have given freely of their 
space to Inform the public*. Great 
national oragnlzations are taking 
an active , part in the campaign. 
But to talk about syphilis Is not 
enough. This support must be 
translated Into action. Adequate 
facilities must be set up ta do 
something about syphilis. 

More\ than two years ago the 
Social Recurtty Act set aside eight 
million dollar# to be used as grant*, 
in-ald to Improve the public health 
facilities of the States. It was clear 
to any student of the problem that 
venereal disease control would be 
one of the major developments un- 
der that program.

WOU. t00 » should see "Damaged 
■ Lives” at the Rialto Theater 
this Week, and you, too, will walk 
up to the ticket window with a 
"well this doesn’t apply to me** 
feeling, and you, too, may be just 
a little embarrassed by the blare 
of advertising that surrounds the 
foyer. I suppose the sensational 
tone of the advertising which al- 
ways accompanies a picture of thi» 
type is necessary to attract a large 
group of people, but it certainly 
scares away as many as it attracts. 

"Damaged Lives" is presented 
under the auspices of the American 
Social Hygiene Association, in two 
parts. First comes the story of 
the young couple who have be- 
come infected with syphilis just 
when they had been seeing happi- 
ness ahead. The story is a mera 
vehicle for putting across the eas« 
with which syphilis can' be con- 
tracted, the damage it can do if 
unchecked, and the ease with which 
it can be cured under proper 
treatment. 

As a sequel to this brief illus- 
trated lecture, "Science and Mod- 
ern Medicine", outlines case his- 
tories and demonstrates the pro- 
cedure for cure at the varioui 
stages of the disease. 

Once is enough, but do see a 
picture of this type once.

"From Spanish Trenches”— Edited 
by Marcel Acler; Modern Age 
Books; 35 cents. •/ 

UrpHERE IS NO QUARTER GIV- 
EN IN SPAIN"— that sentence 
from "From Spanish Trenches,” edit- 
ed by Marcel Acler. is the keynote 
of the book. This collect ion of letters 
written by members of the Inter- 
national brigade comes almost as 
a P. S. to the Elliot Paul book. It 
shows what is happening at the 
actual front In the civil war. The 
letters cbllected by Marcel Acler are 
ones which have been sent to 
friends and relatives of soldiers 
from all parts of the world who felt 
that the cause of the Spanish Loy- 
alists Is the cause of all liberals. 
Through these letters runs a spirit 
of Idealism and will to win, an ad- 
miration of the Spanish, horror at 
the "no quarter tactics" of the in- 
surgents and above all. they stress 
the slogan of the Loyalists— "They 
Shall Not Pass." \ 

There are many Interesting let- 
ters from the Abraham Lincoln 
Battalion, which is made up of 
American volunteers, also letters 
from the American hospitalization 
unit which has worked nobly with 
limited funds, insufficient help, and 
under terrific strain. 

Probably significant of the 1 part 
they will play in the rehabilitation 
of Spain is the work done by Span- 
ish women, who until the civil war 
were sheltered and hummed In by 
convention. Now, however, they do 
the work of the men, ^ven to the 
extent of fighting In the trenches. 

Letters such as these are more 
powerful and graphic In their sim- 
plicity and courage than any other 
methods of propaganda. 

"Life and Death of a Spanish 
Town"— by Elliot Paul; Random 
llduse, $2.50. 

rLLlOT PAUL, « newspaper 
correspondent, at one time on 
the staff of the Paris Herald and 
author of many novels, unfor- 
tunately wrote of reality In nls 
hook, "Life and Death of a Span- 
ish Town.” The reader could be 
much happier if he could believe 
that the little town of Santa Eulal- 
ia, . on an island off the coast of 
Spain, w^s fictional. But Mr. Paul’s 
object In writing the book was not 
to add to the happiness of his read- 
ers, but to show them what hap- 
pened In a small Spanish town 
when the civil war broke out. El- 
llpt Paul lived on the island for five 
years, leaving only when the insur- 
gent Attacks made It too dangerous 
to remain any longer.

tthally aroused. Mr.. Paul writes 
sadly of the happiness he knew on 
the island with his Spanish friends 
and tells many amjGslng stories 
about the people and their activi- 
ties. Through it all runs the note 
that it is all over, and never again 
will the Island of. Sftfta Eulalia be 
the happy.

SUGGESTION for cooperative 
buying by fraternities and Oth- 
er organized group on this campus 
was suggested In this column last 
year, but as far as I can ascertain, 
nothing was ever done about it. 

To amplify on this, and to show 
what has been done in other 
schools, therefore, I wish to point 
out what has been accomplished at 
Lehigh University, 

The Lehigh Brown and White 
of last week reported on both its 
news and editorial pages of the 
plan which is being carried for- 
ward at that school. 

It seems to me that this is some- 
thing which should receive a great 
deal - of consideration and action by 
the Interfraternity Council and 
other interested parties, because of 
the evident and important possibili- 
ties of saving money. 

The plan at Lehigh, under the 
organization of the Interfraternity 
Council and upon the instigation 
Tuaiday, November 9, 1937 of two of its members, was only 
started a few weeks ago, and al- 
ready the fraternities hold the up- 
per hand in bargaining. 

As soon as the idea was accepted, 
a man from New York, who heard 
opportunity knocking, walked in 
and made contracts with several 
fraternities to act as their purchas- 
ing agent. This Immediate awoke 
the merchants of the town of Beth- 
leham from their lethargy. Seeing 
business slip away from them like 
a Mississippi backfleld man eluding 
G. W. tacklers, they hurrl«/dly 
called a Chamber of Commerce 
meeting and decided to meet the 
challenge. So they invited the local 
fraternities to confer with one of 
their members. + 

As the meeting was called' for 
the day following the issuance of 
the paper, I cannot relate how both 
the man from New York and the 
local merchants cut each other/s 
throats in bidding for the business, 
with the fraternities gleefully 
watching the battle which they 
couldn't lose. 

However, it is evident that which- 
ever of the two competing groups 
gels the business, the fraternities 
will come out ahead. It should be 
added that the "man from New 
York" released those whom he had 
under contract until after they had 
heard the offer of the local mer- 
chants. 

Now let’s look at this /rom the 
local viewpoint. We have, first of 
all, an Interfraternity Council. 
That should provide machinery for 
tha job. The Council's prestige and 
usefulness would be increased ten- 
fold if it should Help in such an 
undertaking. There seems to be 
no ayldent reasons why it should 
not be willing. 

There can be no question, \of 
course, as to whether or not we 
have the markets. First of all w\ 
have the big farmers’ market at the' 
wharves. Into this market front 
as far away as Florida, farmers 
come to sell their produce to con- 
sumers directly. More Important, 
,,of course, are the scores from near- 
by who bring their wares to this 
and other markets in the city. 

One thing more that will be need- 
ed is a man to handle this who 
knows how or who can learn very 
rapidly. Probably, however, there 
can he a "man from New York" 
found who will fit our needs. 

This Is a serious undertaking and 
merits a length consideration by 
the Council. 
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Education: What or How to Think? 

^MERICA, this week, points with pride at "the finest educi- 
tional system tn the world." And with reason; but with 
reason, also, America might pause to reconsider the direction 
and the method of her system. 

True it is that education is "free" to a large portion of our 
citizenry'; true it is that we have made great strides in the past 
few years. True, also, however, is the fact that the much ban- 
died concept of "academic freedom" is taking a severe, and 
underhanded, beating. The amazing hypocrisy of the "lead- 
ers" of American education has been vividly revealed in many 
Instances during the past year. The realization undermines the 
very definite progress indicated here by the new major plan, 
and elsewhere by other progressive advances. 

There is indicated, perhaps, a reconsideration of the mean- 
ing of education as applied, not only in higher, but in public, 
gFftif e-school education. The Parent-Teachers Association meets 
here tomorrow to consider child relations. The Intercollegiate 
Newspaper Association meets at Lehigh University Friday and 
Saturday and will discuss recent "censorship" developments. 
Both organizations might well consider whether education has 
taken, in practice, the form of tracing the student what to 
think, rather than how to think.

The Anti-Syphilis Campaign 


0EORGE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY, through three student 
organizations, is taking definite, purposeful steps toward 
meeting the problem of syphilis — is considering frankly and 
honestly what can be done with an unnecessary plague that an- 
nually kills over. 100,000 persbns in the United States; which causes 
each year thousands of abortions, miscarriages, stillbirths, and 
syphilitic children; which yearly claims six million or more as its 
victims. 

It is attacking the problem, not ir\ the field restricted tb, its own 
Campus, but on a wide fr<5nt that takes m universities throughout 
the city, and it is aiming its campaign as a demonstration to /all 
colleges that this problem can be met successfully. 

There is little need to discuss,' here, the ravages of fhe disease, 
or the fact that it is curable in a great majority of cases. We 
would like to emphasize that it is unnecessary; that it can be wiped 
oiit„that it is a public responsibility to provide the means of remov- 
ing it altogether. We would like to point out that one of the 
primary reasons science has not been able to apply/its remedies, 
and preventatives, to syphilis has been because of the taboo 
placed upon its discussion. We are coming out of the period when 
cases of syphilis were talked of in whispers. We are beginning to 
recognize it to be’ in the same class as a social question as tu- 
berculosis V j . , y 1 ' 

- Therein, we feel, lies the great significance of the program 
begun here. There is no hemming and hawing. There is' a prob- 
lem, there is an answer to thet problem. If that is understood, it 
the reasoning back of that is understood^ the fight is won.

The question is WM old as formal 
knowledge itself, and the search 
for solution is still actively go- 
ing on. 

Students here are finding, the 
purposes of education re-stated, and 
the method and aims of instruc- 
tion re-aligned In the new system 
of Undergraduate Majors in Colum- 
bian College, announced at the be- 
' ginning of this year. We are prac- 
| tically concerned W|th the prob- 
j lem, because we are seeking the 
! answer In our college work, and 
' our University is seeking the an- 
swer in the work It lays out for us. 

Six of the new-type majors are 
I now effective, as follows: 
j (1) American Thought and Civil- 
| izatlon;\ (2) International Rela- 
. tions; (3) English Literature; )(4> 
Statistics; (5) Biology; and (6) 
Philosophy; 

Old-type majors will be contin- 
ued in Hletory and Political Sci- 
ence. as well as in all other stud- 
ies; and students who have already 
begun work on old-type majors in 
Biology, English, Philosophy, and 
Statistics will be permitted to con- 
tinue the old majors or to trans- 
j fer to/ the new majors. But new 
! candidates for majors In these four 
fields will be subject tQ the new 
requirements. 

T HE Columbian College plan Is 
to utilize the experience gained 
in administration of the six new 
majors, and then gradually lo ‘In- 
troduce additional new>-type majors, 
replacing the old in each case, until 
all majors offered will conforms to 
the new plan. 

The broad purpose Of the new 
plan is stated as follows: 

“The objective of the major is 
to give the student, atvthe time 
of his graduation, the skill and 
knowledge of a field of learning, 
enlarged and strengthened by stud- 
lei related "'subjects, so that he 
may, with conviction and under- 
standing, meet the need?, activities, 
and interests of modern life.’V 
Principal difference between the 
old and new plahs Is that the stu- 
dent is now allowed much more 
freedom in pursuing , independent 
knowledge. The Work hovered Is 
still measured in semester-hours, 
but the content is not measured 
hi courses but in subject-matter. 
The o,nly set rule is that the 
| Student mu*t pass a general "ma- 
jor examination near the end of 
the senior yedr. Certain courses 
will be recommended to him by the 
adviser, as well as outside reading 
I in various fields; but neither will 
be required. r 

In addition, there will be a prose- 
mi nftr course in each field of study, 
under' supervision' of the division 
concerned. This will provide ad- 
viCg, guidance, and instruction to 
assist the student fn gaining a co- 
ordinated knowledge of his field. 
Registration in this, course wlH en- 
title the student to visit any other 
course offered in the college.

Failure to elect their representatives to the Student Council re- 
spited last week in suspension of seats held by the Law School and the 
Library Science Division. 

i The Council, with only one dissenting vote, adopted a motion 
barring the two schools, with the provision that when they choose to 
send delcgatos-elecf to the Council, their participation again will be 
considered. Neither has appointed 
a representative this term. 

Tills I action was taken after a 
letter from William Gausmann, 
chairman of\the elect Iona commit- 
tee. had been sent the two schools, 
warning them, on instruction* from 
the Council, that If delegates were 
not seated within ten days, they 
wduld be declared without repre- 
sentation. Motion to suspend was 
made by Robert Evans, Senior 
Council representative. 

President William Rochelle, com- 
menting on the situation that led 
to .the suspensions, lamented the 
evident lack of schopl spirit shown 
both In the appointment of dele- 
gates and in attendance at Council 
meetings. He expressed the belief 
that all "dead wood” must be elim- 
inated if the Council is to function 
properly.
